President Moves Into Second Half 
Nixon Had Neither Giant Gains Nor Severe Setbacks in First Two Years

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon is two years in office 
today and any appraisal of his 
performance in the first half of 
his term should not ignore his 
own assessment: "I hope I do 
better." 


Nixon is frank to concede per- 


formance fell short of his high 
expectations of 24 months ago, 
but he can take comfort from 
the fact he experienced no 
earth-shaking setbacks. 


His decision last spring to 


send U.S. ground troops into

Cambodia raised many an eye- 
brow and many a voice—but the 
operation was officially pro- 
claimed a military success and 
in no way could be labeled Nix- 
on's Bay of Pigs. He has had no 
such disasters. 


Measure of Performance 


Some observers, looking for a 


handy measure of presidential 
performance, seize upon public 
opinion polls that attempt to 
measure a chief executive's pop- 
ularity. 


In Nixon's case, more mean- 


ingful yardsticks can be found 
in statistical charts that drama- 
tize: 


1. The President's most nota- 


ble success to date: His effort to 
gradually liquadate the Vietnam 
war. 


2. His most notable failure: A 


faltering economy that did not 
respond to his pre-1971 prescrip- 
tions, or predictions. 


Different Picture 


When Nixon took office, there 


were 542,400 troops in Vietnam 
Now there are about 335,000 and 
the level is projected to drop to 
284.000 by May 1. Monthly com- 
bat deaths fell during the period 
from 795 to 138. Draft calls 
dropped from 26,800 a month to 
a current 17,000. 


The economy presents a quite 


different picture. Living costs 
climbed from 124.1 to 1378 as 
measured against a 1957-59 av- 
erage of 100 The unemployment 
rate ballooned from 3 4 per cent 
of the work force to an even 6 
per cent—a nine-year high. And 
in 1970, the broadest measure of 
economic activity, the Gross 
National Product declined for 
the first time in 12 years, mak- 
ing allowances for inflation. 


Taken together, statistics on 


Vietnam and the economy sug- 
gest Nixon has had offsetting 
ups and downs in two years. 


While no such conclusion should 
be reached on the basis of 
charts covering only two issues, 
there is some evidence to sug- 
gest that even Nixon may not 
disagree with the view that his 
24-month record leaves h'm not 
far from where he started Jan 
20, 1969 


Revising Policies 


Otherwise, why would he be 


revising economic policy and 
voicing new promises of domes- 
tic reforms? 


As he said in his Jan 4 televi- 


sion-radio interview with four 
broadcast journalists: 


"I am not disappointed IP the 


record of the last two jears in 
terms of some of the things we 
accomplished But I have great 
hope for the next two jears. be- 
cause I think I know better how 
to do the job .... I know more. 
I am more experienced I hope I 
do better." 


Quite apart from Vietnam, the 


chief executive can count other 
important 
accomplishments. 


For one thing, no cities burned, 
there were no major riots and, 
by the start of 1971, the campus 
mood seemed quieter. A big fac- 
tor w'th students, perhaps, was 
a Nixon-initiated reform of the 


military draft—another plus for 
the administration. 


Although crime rates contin- 


ued to rise, they did so at a 
slower pace than in the last 
years of the Johnson adminis- 
tration. And while some grum- 
bled about Nixon's approach to 
school desegregation, considera- 
ble progress was registered on 
that front in the once-recalci- 
trant South.

Fondue Just for the Fun of It 


POST-CRESCENT FOOD EDITOR 


The fondue pot has become 


the hottest thing in today's 
American cookery for parties 
and quick meals. It's an 
informal way to entertain and 
guests have taken with en- 
thusiasm to this do-it-yourself 
cookery. Youngsters in the 
family enjoy the fondue varia- 
tion for Sunday night suppers. 


Gather a group together 


around a bubbling fondue pot 
and conversation b e c o m e s 
easy and the spearing of the 
meat, bread, fruit chunks or 
vegetables becomes a fun 
thing. Actually, the art of 
fondue belongs to almost all 
countries and perhaps 
the 


most familiar to Americans in 
the classic cheese fondue that 
came to us by way of Switzer- 
land. 


The word "fondue" comes 


from the F r e n c h word 
"fondre" which means to 
melt... and that's exactly 
what happens to the cheese in 
the Swiss fondue. Then, dunk 
go the forkfuls of bread, for a 
zest}- taste treat. The fondue 
has" its counterpart in the 
Japanese tempura, the Italian 
misto of meat and vegetables, 
famous French beef Bour- 
guignonne from the grape 
country of the same name, 
•which was really a lunch 
break for the grape pickers. 
These workers in the vine- 
yards stopped from picking 
only long enough to fondue 
their meats in cubes and 
pieces in the bubbling oil of 
their communal pot. 


The many fondue pots on 


the market are colorful, plain 
or Teflon-lined. They may 
•work with a flame from liquid 
heat to keep the bubbly dip 
mixture warm or they may be 
one of the elegant electric 


pots designed for a constant 
"hot pot." 


As for the foods, they all 


have the same idea of indi- 
vidual people dipping morsels 
of .food into a bubbling pot. 
The cooking of some foods, 
such as meats, take a little 
longer than fruits and vege- 
tables. With a big party, 
several fondue pois can be 
going at the same time.' The 
food morsels must be ar- 
ranged on trays with forks 
nearby; with a buffet service 
two fondue pots and several 
trays will serve a small party. 
With a party percolator of 
coffee, or tea service ready, 
all a company meal takes is a 
salad and possibly a supply of 
other appetizing finger foods. 


The fondue service is great 


for an after-ski session or a 
chilly day outside on snow- 
mobile or after a skating or 
toboggan party. The makings 
can all be ready. Tne fondue 
ready for heating and the 
morsels in the refrigerator 
ready for serving. 


The variation can depend 


upon the hostess, either cheese 
or meats cut in cubes or a 
more imaginative menu for 
the fondue. Here are some 
special recipes, including what 
can be called Fondue Inter- 
national because it combines 
beef, lamb, chicken breast and 
spareribs. Each person spears 
his and her own choice of 
meat, cooks it in the oil that's 
hot and waiting. The meat is 
drained a moment on a rack 
nearby or toweling provided, 
then it's dipped into a favorite 
barbecue sauce and placed on 
serving plates. Serve with a 
tossed salad, hot rolls (al- 
ready buttered and waiting in 


covered basket) and a bever- 
age. 


It takes about 
1M> to 2 


pounds of different kinds of 
meat for about five main dish 
servings. This recipe goes 
with an automatic electric 
fondue pot; if another kind is 
used, follow manufacturer's 
directions for cooking and 
preparation. 


FONDUE INTERNATIONAL 


4 cups corn oil

Preheat 
oil until signal light goes on, 
about 10 to 15 minutes, indi- 
cating 375 degrees (the proper 
cooking temperature). This 
signal light operates like the 
oven, it goes on and off 
showing that proper tempera- 
ture is being maintained. 


Of course, all of one kind of 


meat or variation of meats 
may be used. Sauces depend 
on individual taste. One that 
goes well with hamburgers 
and frankfurters, as well as 
these meats is the following 
recipe.

for a scheduled concert in Moscow, he 
was told that he could not perform. - 
Okay, said everyone on the program — 
neither will we — and the Soviet 
Ministry of Culture backed down. 


This in itself is remarkable. Some

audience. There was a standing ovation 
— which also should suggest something 
to Soviet authorities about what • may 
be coming of their limits of power and 
influence. Once that foot is in the door, it

The move in the Soviet Union against 


literary restrictions suggests something 
else — the possible importance of men 
and women in cultural fields influencing 
the policies of their governments. In the 
United States there have been 
"in- 


tellectuals in" residence" at the White 
House, most of whom have resigned or 
been quietly dispensed with after a fe\v 
months. But the pressure in recent 
.months, not only against the war but in 
the field of ecology, educational reform 
and better racial relations, has come in 
considerable amount from men and 
women in professional cultural fields. 
They are not to be put off with occasional 
concerts at the White House and cer- 
tainly not by appointments to 
presidential commissions which are 
consequently ignored. 


We have not agreed with Plato's 


conception of an intellectually controlled 
government But if the Soviet Union, 
that leading nation of the common man, 
is finding that it must pay attention to its 
intellectuals, maybe it's time for 
egalitarian United States authorities to 
begin to recognize that advice and 
complaints from highly educated and 
deeply dedicated men and women should 
be better regarded in governmental 
circles.

served up. In a time of 
diminishing international 
tension, the country is paying 
for not terribly good protec- 
tion the staggering sum of 
$75.5 billion. 


The source of the trouble 


lies -with the management, or

unmanagement, 


system 
practiced 
by 


Secretary of Defense Melvin 
Laird. Between 1969, when he 
took over, and the middle of 
nest year, Vietnam spending 
will have declined from an 
estimated $22 billion annually 
to about $S billion annually. 
Overall Pentagon spending 
wfllhave gone down by only $3 
billion. The test of Mr. Laird Is 
where the difference of S13 
billion has been going. 


Inflation and pay raises 


have eaten some of it. But big 
chunks have also been going to 
the weapons'and installations 
favored by the armed forces 
because they justify having 
lots o£ admirals and generals 
trained in flying planes and 
manning ships. 


NewBomber Funded 


The Air Force, for example, 


has won major funding for the 
B-l, a new bomber capable of 
travelling three times faster 
than sound and coming into 
target only a few yards above 
the ground. There may now be 
a need for a new manned 
bomber. But the same pur- 
poses could be accomplished 
much more cheaply •with an 
.aircraft that could stand oft 
from targets firing air-to- 
ground missiles. 


Tne Navy is still building 


new nuclear frigates at S225 
million a throw. These vessels 
are 10,000-ton ships used as 
part of the task forces 
defending carriers. No doubt 
the defense is essential, but 
far cheaper ships could 
probably do the job. 


As to the Army, a good 


sample of its habits is the 
Southern Command, a vast 
installation in Panama headed 
by a four-star general sup- 
posedly 
charged 
-with 


protection of Latin America. 
Tnis job could be done more 
economically — and with 
much less fuss — from a 


lower-level stateside com- 
mand. 


George Shultz. the director 


of the Office of Budget and 
Management, and his deputy, 
Caspar Weinberger, fought 
hard against these and other 
items in the recent budget 
discussions. But civilians

match for the uniformed 
services especially after the 
services got to the President 
on his visit to the Sixth Fleet. 
In the end, Messrs. Shultz and 
company accepted an in- 
crease of SI billion over a S74.5 
billion target. Most of the 
increase went for ammunition 
and spare parts which the 
military, in their eagerness to 
get the new weapons and 
cushy installations, had left 
out of estimates at the original 
guideline figure. - 


Mr. Laird's role in all that 


was marvelously flexible. He 
first went along with the S74.5 
billion target. After the 
President's visit to the Sixth 
Fleet, the Secretary relaxed 
his budget views. When the 
Chiefs finally won their en- 
counter with Mr. Shultz, Mr. 
Laird put out stories claiming 
credit for the victory. 


In fact, the Secretary of 


Defense has not addressed 
himself seriously to the 


matter of budgetary choices. 
Instead, he has concentrated 
on foreign policy issues where 
he can, while concealing his 
own role, enlist the doves in 
the Senate against the Joint 
Chiefs. Thus he has lobbied 
intensively behind the scenes 
for cuts in the American 
military presence in Europe. 
He has been trying, through 
the device of ambiguous 
statements on ending the 
combat role of Americans in 
Vietnam, to force an ac- 
celerated winding down of 
United States forces there. 


But while these tricks may 


have worked in the past, they 
are not paying off now. The 
White House is resisting Mr. 
Laird on accelerated troop 
withdrawal because it will 
expose the hollowness of 
Vietnamization in the worst 
way. Practically everybody 
fought against European troop 
withdrawals because they 
undermined the policies of 
West German Chancellor 
Willy Brandt. The present 
budget is sure to have a very 
tough time in Congress — 
witness an Urban Coalition 
report signed by such figures 
as the president of General 
Motors which calls for a $20 
billion reduction in defense 
spending by 1976. 


The only good way to im- 


prove defense in these con- 
ditions is to face directly up to 
the hard tasks of choosing 
among different services and 
weapons systems. To do that, 
Mr. Laird will have to revamp 
his whole operation. For- 
tunately, he has a virtually 
unused vehicle ready at hand 
— the report of the Fitzhugh 
commission 
on 
defense 


reorganization.

If people could comprehend 


"social pathology" half as 
well as they understand the 
pathology of the body, we 
might he well on our way to 
solving some of the world's 
most pressing problems.

When one says that force 


really accomplishes nothing, 
and that one war only breeds 
the germs of the next, one is 
invariably met with the 
rejoinder: "Well, then, what 
were we supposed to do about 
Hitler— just sit there and let 
Mm take over the world by 
force?" 


But this is'a false (and 


essentially 
meaningless) 


question. Obviously, by the 
time a cancer metastasizes in 
the body, it is too lata for 
anything but radical surgery, 
which may have as much 
chance of killing the patient as 
of curing him. 


By the time the cancer of 


Hitlerism spreads, it is 
already too late for anything 
but the most radical surgery, 
which is war. Yet no one would 
pretend this is better than 
preventive medicine, which 
detects the cancer in its 
earliest stages and stops it at 
the inception. 


If we had genuinely learned 


anything from World War I, it 
was that World War II was 
bound to happen unless 
Europe federated itself in 
some way or other. Instead, 
the same old power politics 


persisted among nations, and 
the cancer of Naziism swiftly 
grew in Germany. 


Take a small, but equally 


dramatic, example — that of 
Cuba. We supported a corrupt 
and reactionary regime there 
for many years, and almost 
guaranteed that the Cuban 
body politic would breed a 
Castro, or his communist 
equivalent We really offered 
the Cuban people little choice 
between 
reaction 
and 


revolution. 


War, on the scale it is 


practiced in the modern 
world, is not a "natural" 
phenomenon; it is a form of 
social pathology, caused by 
the same things that cause 
bodily disease — neglect, 
greed, 
ignorance, 
un- 


willingness to sacrifice a 
lesser pleasure for a greater 
good. 


The League of Nations could 


have been made operable, just 
as the United Nations can be. 
Nations that unite on a dozen 
scientific, educational and 
commercial fronts can unite 
to prevent the pathology of 
war, if they really wanted to. 
Now, with the nuclear bomb, 
sheer self-interest should 
dictate such a policy, but the 
lesson has not yet been 
learned. 


You have to fight a Hitler, as 


you have to cut out a 
malignancy; but that is no 
argument 
against 
non- 


violence— it is merely a proof 
that if you don't help make 
things better, they will get 
worse. If we had treated 
Germany after the first World 
War as intelligently and 
humanely as we did after the 
second, there would have been 
no Hitler. 


We stopped him, but the 


threat of another war looms 
larger than ever. All we 
gained was time — and what 
have we done with it?

President Moves Into Second Half 
Nixon Had Neither Giant Gains Nor Severe Setbacks in First Two Years 


By FRANK COR-MIER

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 


dent Nixon is two years in office 
today and any appraisal of his 
performance in the first half of 
his term should not ignore his 
own assessment: ''I hope I do 
better." 


Nixon is frank to concede per- 


formance fell short of his high 
expectations of 24 months ago, 
but he can take comfort from 
the fact he experienced no 
earth-shaking setbacks. 


His decision last spring to 


send U.S. ground troops into 


Cambodia raised many an eye- 
brow and many a voice—but the 
operation was officially pro- 
claimed a military success and 
in no way could be labeled Nix- 
on's Bay of Pigs. He has had no 
such disasters. 


Measure of Performance 


Some observers, looking for a 


handy measure of presidential 
performance, seize upon public 
opinion polls that attempt to 
measure a chief executive's pop- 
ularity. 


In Nixon's case, more mean- 


ingful yardsticks can be found 
in statistical charts that drama- 
tize: 


1. The President's most nota- 


ble success to date: His effort to 
gradually liquadate the Vietnam 
war. 


2. His most notable failure- A 


faltering economy that did not 
respond to his pre-1971 prescrip- 
tions, or predictions. 


Different Picture 


When Nixon took office, there 


were 542,400 troops in Vietnam. 
Now there are about 335,000 and 
the level is projected to drop to 
284.000 by May 1. Monthly com- 
bat deaths fell during the period 
from 795 to 138. Draft calls 
dropped from 26,800 a month to 
a current 17,000. 


The economy presents a quite 


different picture. Living costs 
climbed from 124.1 to 137.S as 
measured against a 1957-59 av- 
erage of 100. The unemployment 
rate ballooned from 3.4 per cent 
of the work force to an even 6 
per cent—a nine-year high. And 
in 1970, the broadest measure of 
economic activity, the Gross 
National Product, declined for 
the first time in 12 years, mak- 
ing allowances for inflation. 


Taken together, statistics on 


Vietnam and the economy sug- 
gest Nixon has had offsetting 
ups and downs in two years. 


While no such conclusion should 
be reached on the basis of 
charts covering only two issues, 
there is some evidence to sug- 
gest that even Nixon may not 
disagree with the view that his 
24-month record leaves him not 
far from where he started Jan. 
20, 1969. 


Revising Policies 


Otherwise, why would he be 


revising economic policy and 
voicing new promises of domes- 
tic reforms? 


As he said in his Jan. 4 televi- 


sion-radio interview with four 
broadcast journalists: 


"I am not Disappointed in the 


record of the last two \ears in 
terms of some of the things we 
accomplished. But I nave great 
hope for the next two years, be- 
cause I think I know better how 
in do the job . . 
I know more. 


I am more experienced I hope I 
do better " 


Quite apart from Vietnam, the 


chief executive can count other 
important 
accomplishments. 


For one thing, no cities burned, 
there were r.o major riots arrd, 
by the start of 1971, the campus 
mood seemed quieter. A big fac- 
tor w'th students, perhaps, was 
a Nixon-initiated reform of the 


military draft—another plus for 
the administration. 


Altnough crime rates contin- 


ued to rise, they did so at a 
slower pace than in the last 
jears of the Johnson adminis- 
tration. And '.rhile some grum- 
bled about Nixon's approach to 
school desegregation, considera- 
ble progress was registered on 
that front in the once-recalci- 
trant South. 


In foreign affairs, talks with
